They Turn the Heads of the En- 


tire Populace 


AID SET HMDS AHD MATRONS CRAZY. 


1 he Latter Run the Gauntlet of the Po- 


lice and Risk Their Limbs to be 


Hugged and Kissed by the 


Gallant Naval OfBcera 


PABIS, Oct 17 —After what may be 


termed a triumphal journey from Tou- 
lon, Admiral Arelan, commander of 
the Russian squadron and the officers 
of the fleet, accompanying him ar- 
rived here at 0 17 a m At an early 
hour people began (fathering-about the 
Gare de Lyon the railway station at 
which the nation's guests were to ar- 
rive 


A noteworthy feature of the recep- 


tion was the anxiety of the women to 
subject themselves to the embraces of 
the Bussians, who, it must be said, 
were fully equal" to the occasion 
Handsome girla and women would by 
means known only to themselves get 
through the line of guards and, with 
no fear of the display that might be 
made, spring upon the steps of the car 
riages, the hubs of wheels or e ny other 
place that would afford a foothold, and 
hold their faces up to be kissed 
It 


was really a wonder that many of them 
were not run over by the carriages 
or trampled upon by the horses but so 
far as known all escaped without acci 
dent 
Once they reached the carriages 


the gallant Bussians saw to it that 
they neither fell off nor missed the 
kisses and 
embraces they sought 


With much laughter and cheering 
from the crowd the Bussians would 
lean over and heartily squeeze and kiss 
their fair visitants, who would then 
either blushing or made red in their 
faces by their exertions, make way for 
others equally as anxious as they had 
been to greet the visitors 


After the reception by the municipal 


authorities the officers were driven to 
the Military club, where they were re- 
ceived by Chanoine Gen. Itaratir and 
other high military officers 
The club 


adopted the Russian custom, and bread 
and salt on silver salvers were offered 
the guests, who, dipping the bread 
into the salt ate with their hosts 


Gen Chanome, speaking the Russian 


language, welcomed the guests Ad- 
miral Avelan returned thanks m tho 
name of himself and his oflicei s 


After the formal reception was over 


the Russian officers appeared at the 
windows of the Cercle Militaire, where 
the crowds outside gave them a wild 
ovation 


Soon after a sumptuous luncheon was 


served and then the guests were con 
ducted to the rooms that had been set 
apart for their use during then stay in 
Paris 


The whole day's proceedings may be 


summed up in the statement that the 
reception was a repetition of that 
given the Bussians at Toulon The dee 
orations in Paris, however, were less 
profuse than those in the Mediterra 
nean port, but were far more artistic
